ORDER 
R..le 14 ( 1 ) (c ) (ii) of the General Provident Fund (Madras) 
Rules provides for the grant to a subscriber to the fund of a 
fresh temporary advance when an earlier temporary advance is 
outstanding against him . There is a similar provision under the 
General Provident Fund ( Central Services) Rules also . But 
according to the State Provident Fund (Travancore ) and General 
Provident Fund (Cochin ) Rules, a second temporary advance is 
not allowed until after the complete repayment of the previous 
advance with interest and not until after 12 months have elapsed 
thereafter . 

2. Government feel that the liberal provisions governing the 
grant of temporary advance to the subscribers obtaining under 
the General Provident Fund (Madras ) Rules should in fairness 
and equity be extended to the subscribers governed by S. P. F. 
( Travancore) and G. P. F. ( Cochin ) Rules also . 

3. Accordingly Government are pleased to order that Rule 11 
of the S. P. F. ( Travancore ) and Rule 12 (i) of the G. P. F. (Cochin ) 
Rules will be amended on the lines of Rule 14 ( 1) (c ) of the 
G.P. F. (Madras ) Rules. 
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4. These orders will come into effect inimediately . Formal 
amendments to the S.P. F. (Cochin ) and S. P. F. ( Travancore ) 
Rules will be issued in due course as ordered above.

ORDER 
In the General Provident Fund (Cochin ) Rules there is pro 
vision for granting exemptions from the operation of the Rules 
to any officer whenever necessary (Rule 3) . 

2. Under rule 35 of the All India Services Provident Fund 
Rules, the provisions of the Rules thereof may be relaxed in 
deserving cases. 

3. But there is no similar provision either in the State Pro 
vident Fund ( Travancore) Rules or in the General Provident 
Fund (Madras) Rules. Government feel that in order to enable 
Government to deal with cases which require sympathetic con 
sideration , in a just and equitable manner, it is necessary to have 
a similar provision in the State Provident Fund ( Travancore ) 
and Genera . Provident Fund (Madras) Rules . 

4. Government, are, therefore, pleased to order that a provi. 
sion for relaxation of the provisions of the Provident FundRules 
on the lines of Rule 35 of the All India Services Provident Fund 
Rules will be incorporated in the General Provident Fund 
(Madras ) and in the State Provident Fund ( Travancore ) Rules. 

5. These orders will come into force immediately . Formal 
amendments will be issued in due course .

ORDER 
1. During President s Rule Government have issued the 
orders read above , reorganising the Coir Co-operative schemes . 
Several representations were received pointing out that some 
of the provisions of the G.O. were not poticable. The Coir 
Development Programme was organised in order to benefit 
mainly the real workers in the industry . Keeping this objec 
tive in view the Government have reviewed the existing orders 
on the reorganisation of the coir co -operatives and are pleased 
to pass the following orders. These orders shall apply to all 
societies both existing and new . 

2: Membership . The objective of Coir Development Scheme 
is to see that the workers are benefitted . Therefore the prin 
ciple that membership in Primary Coir Co-operative Societies 
should consist mainly of workers engaged in the industry is 
sound and should be adopted . However , some clarifications 
are necessary. Clause (2) of the G.O. cited is therefore amend 
ed as follows : 

The Government consider that membership in Coir Primary 
Sociéties should be restricted mainly to the workers engaged 
in the different processes of coir industry i.e., retting of husks, 
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conversion of husks into fibre and the spinning of fibre into 
coir yarn . However, in areas where coir spinning is done 
with spindle wheels (Rattas), admission will be open1 also to 
persons who own not more than one spindle wheel. Owners 
of two spindle wheels may also be admitted in special cases 
but the admission of owners of two spindle wheels should be 
only with the prior approval of the Director of Industries and 
Commerce or other officer or officers authorised by him . 

Sympathisers not exceeding 7 % of the total membership 
of each society may be admitted as members : provided 

(a ) that such sympathiser members have no competi 
tive 

in retting or in the production or 
marketing of coir yarn , and 
( b ) that not less than 2/3 of the membership of the 

Board of Directors|Managing Committee should 

consist of workers and small producers . 
In order to ensure that all workers who are engaged in 
industry and are residing within the jurisdiction of the society 
are enrolled as members , Government direct that an intensive 
membership campaign should be launched immediately . 

Government direct that no financial assistance shall be 
given to the societies which do not conform to these principles 
regarding the admission of members except to the extent speci 
fically provided for as an interim measure in Para 6 below . 
The Director of In scries and Commerce is requested to take 
immediate steps to include suitable provision in the bye-laws 
of the societies to be newly registered . Steps to amend the 
existing bye -laws of the societies already registered should 
also be taken before the expiry of six months from the date of 
this order. 

3. Retting of husks by societies. In G.O.( P )60 Ind . dated 
19-1-1960 retting was not mentioned as an approved business 
of Coir Primary Co -operative Societies. Government have re 
examined this question. As retting is an integral part of Coir 
Industry and is, in fact, the part that can give some profit to 
workers , Government consider that it would be unrealistic to 
prohibit Coir Primary Co -operatives from undertaking retting 
and that with certain safeguards the primaries should be allow 
ed to do retting of husks. - Government are therefore pleased 
to issue the following orders in respect of retting of husks :-- 

( a ) The Coir Co-operative Societies will be allowed to 

undertake retting of husks. 
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(b ) While Coir Primary Co -operatives are allowed 

retting , Government consider that there is no need 
for the continuance of husk societies . The orders 
in Clause ( 3 ) of G.O. ( P ) |60| Ind. dated 19-1-1960 

will therefore stand . 
(c ) Possession of adequate retting places should be a 

condition precedent to granting financial assistance 

for retting. 
( d ) Coir Co- operatives should be given preference in the 

matter of leasing Kayal Porambokes for retting. 
Further instructions on the procedure to be followed 
in the matter of leasing out Kayal Porambokes will. 

be issued separately . 
( e ) Financial assistance will be made available to the 

Coir Primary Co-operatives for Trottiiig nf - huela 

also . 
(f ) The Coir Primary Societies, may, wherever conve 

nient, form Taluk , Central or Regional Societies for 
the purchase and retting of husks. Where such 
Taluk , Centr . Br.Regional societies are formed by 
the Primaries oor should undertake purchases and 
retting of hu3ks by. pooling the funds granted to 
each of them for retting . They would also have 
to employ a Paid Secretary on the basis as for Coir 

Primary Co-operative Societies . 
(g ) The Societies should not sell retted husks to non 

members . 
(h ) The amount advanced for retting to the primaries 

should be utilised by them -only for directly under 
taking retting by... the societion themselves or as 
providea for in sub -clause (f ) above nor should 
any portion of the amount advanced by the Govern 
ment for retting to the societies be given by the 
societies to its members for purchase of retted 

husks from other sources. 
(i) The bye- laws of the societies should contain suitable 

provisions to give effect to the above direction . 
4. Paid Secretaries. - As ordered in G.O.(P )60| Ind . dated 
19-1-1960, every Coir Co -operative Society should employ a 
Paid Secretary. The Paid Secretary should be a Government 
servant subject to the discipline and control of the society to 
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which he is deputed for the time being. The Director of Indus 
tries and Commerce will appoint Paid Secretaries to the 
societies . The society will be free to request for the removal 
of its Paid Secretary for proper reasons. 

But it will have to 
accept another officer of similar status from the Director of 
Industries and Commerce. The qualification of Paid Secretaries 
and the conditions regarding security will be fixed by the Regis 
trar of Co -operative Societies . No person who is himself 
engaged in the Coir Industry directly or indirectly shall be 
appointed as Paid Secretary . The pay of the Paid Secretary 
will be given by Government only for a period of 3 years . 

The Director of Industries and Commerce is requested to 
constitute a cadre of Paid Secretaries for Coir immediately in 
consultation with the Registrar of Co-operative Societies. 

Para 4 of G.O.( P ) 00 Ind dated 19-1-1960 is modified to this 
extent. 

5. Financing. – Government have already ordered that the 
working capital loans to Coir Co-operative Societies should be 
routed through Co-operative channels. But specific provision 
for finance from the Co-operative agency was made only for 
working capital loans for the post-retting processes. Retting 
was not included as an approved item of business for the Coir 
Co -operatives. Government have re- examined the position and 
are satisfied that credit facilities should be given for retting 
also . Government realise that financing of retting is a risky 
business , as the husks in pits or under water could not be pro 
perly verified . Nevertheless, as retting is an unavoidable step 
in the successful working of the Coir Co-operative Societies, 

a method has to be evolved to enable co -operative credit insti

per safeguards and controls by the lending institutions and 
tighter supervision by the Department should be made. 

Routing of credit through the co -operative agency will 
have the advantage of the supervision and control inherent 
in institutional credit being made available for retting also . 
The safeguards to be provided , the rate of commission to be 
granted to the Co -operative Banks and the extent to which 
Government should cover the loss , if any , will be decided in 
consultation with the State Co -operative Bank . 

The maximum borrowing power of each society should be 
fixed according to bye -laws, taking into consideration the actual 
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requirements of all the members of the society for retting of 
husks and for the various processes after retting and no arbi 
trary ceiling of Rs. 50,000 should be fixed as at present. 

The investigation into the affairs of the Coir Co -operative 
Societies, ordered in the last para of the G.O. (P )60]Ind . dated 
19-1-1960 should be continued and completed quickly, in any 
case within a period of six months. 

6. Interim Arrangements. - Government realise that some 
time may be required for the reorganisation of the existing 
societies and for the organisation of the new societies on the 
pattern laid down in G.O.( P )60 |Ind. date 19-1-1960, as amend 
ed by this G.O. As it would not be desirable to withhold 
financial assistance till all Coir Co-operatives are reorganised 
on the above lines, Government consider that some interim 
arrangement should be made. Accordingly they direct that 
existing procedure for giving credit to Coir Co-operative 
Societies directly by Govornment will be adopted in the case 
of such societies as are found to be working satisfactorily and 
are eligible to receive further assistance within their borrowing 
power. The Director of Industries and Commerce is requested 
to conduct a rapid survey , within the next few weeks, of the 
affairs of the existing societies and provide interim assistance 
to the societies whose affairs and records are satisfactory and 
which are actively useful to the vorkers. Interim financial 
assistance should be subject to the naximum borrowing power 
according to the Bye -laws of the soiety but without taking 
into account the arbitrary monetary cáling of Rs. 50,000 which 
exists at present as indicated in para above . 
This interim , esaiatul nor" to the societies the affaus- and re 

will not however be made available 
cords of which are unsatisfactory . 

Government however, wish to make it clear that the insti 
tutional financing of scieties need not be delayed f the affairs 
of the society have ben investigated already and have been 
found to be satisfactay. 

In the case of sooties the affairs of which have been in 
vestigated thoroughly the special staff appointed in pursu 
ance of directions conthed in G.O.(P )60|Ind. dated 19-1-1960 
and where the society as been found to be working satis 
factorily and it has sil been reorganised on the pattern 
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indicated above, institutional financing may commence straight 
away . 

Interim assistance contemplated in the previous para may 
be made available to the new Societies which conform to the 
pattern of membership as laid down in para 2 above . 

7. The twenty -two Coir Co-operative Societies which were 
employing hired labour for coir production etc., will not be 
excluded from this scheme. Their conversion into societies 
according to the new pattern should be expedited . 

8. Organisation of new Societies and Reorganisation of 
Existing Societies. - Government consider that 100 % of the 
workers and small producers should be brought under the co 
operative fold . The Director of Industries and Commerce will 
expedite organisation of the required number of new societies 
of the revised pattern and also reorganisation of the existing 
societies. 

9. Supervision. — Government.consider that provision should 
be made for adoquate supervision of the existing and new 
societies . For this purpose the Director of Industries and 
Commerce will submit proposals for the appointment of ade 
quate staff when suggestiņg reorganisation of the Department. 

Subject to the above modifications G.O. ( P ) 60 | Ind . dated 
19-1-1960 will continue in force.

Draft Bye -laws framed by the Municipal Council, Perumbavoor 
under Section 326 ( 20 , 22 and 23 ) of the Travancore 

District Municipalities Act XXIII of 1116 . 
To provide for: 
( a ) Inspection of public markets and shops and other 

places within this Municipality . 
(b ) Regulation of their use and the control of their Sani 

tary conditions. 
( c ) Licensing and controlling Brokers, Commission agents. 
( d ) Prevention of sale or exposure for sale of unwholesome 

meat and fish . 


CHAPTER I. 

DEFINITION . 
1. In these Bye- laws, 

( a ) Act means the Travancore District Municipalities 
Act, XXIII of 1116 . 

( b ) Executive Authority means the Executive Authority 
appointed under the above mentioned Act. 

( c ) Public market shall include all lands together with 
..the buildings theron belonging to the Municipal Council which 
has been or may hereafter be set apart by it for the purpose of a 
Public market including all avenues and vacant lands within 
each limits 

( d ) Fish and meat market means that portion of the 
public market which is set apart for the purpose of storing and 
for selling fish or meat. 

( e ) "Vegetable market means that portion of the public 
market which is set apart for the purpose of storing or keeping 
and for selling, vegetable, fruits , eggs, grains and such other 
things intended for human consumptions or poultry or any arti 
cles or commodity necessary for convenience of life . 

(f ) Cattle market means that portion of the public market 
which is set apart for the purpose of keeping and for selling 
cattle . 

( g ) Casual vendors for the purpose of these Bye-laws 
means persons other than vendors to whom shops or stalls or 
other places have been let out or rented out under section 
36 (a ) of these Bye-laws. 

( h ) Lesse for the purpose of these Bye-laws means a 
person who has obtained contract for right of collection of 
market fees prescribed by the schedule . 

CHAPTER II. 
2. The provision of these bye-laws shall so far as the case 
may apply to all markets acquired , constructed or maintained 
by the Municipal Council or declared as such by the Council. 

3. No person shall use any place within the Municipal limits 
asmarket for sale or purchase , vegetables , fruits, eggs, grains, 
meat, fish or such other things intended for human consump 
tion or any articles or commodity necessary for the convenience. 
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of life, or poultry or cattle , except within the public market 
provided by the Council or which may hereafter be provided by 
the Council. 

4. No vegetables, fruits , eggs, grains, meat, fish or such other 
things intended for hu nan consumption or any articles or coin 
modity necessary for the convenience of life , or poultry or cattle , 
shall be sold in any other place within the Municipal Area 
except in the Public market. 
Exemption . - Nothing in this section shall be deemed to prohibit 

the sale of vegetables, fruits, eggs, grains or such other 
things intended for human consumption or any articles 
or commodity necessary for the convenience of life in 

the licensed shops , hotels, tea shops or restaurants . 
-5. The Public market shall be kept open for 

use by the 
Public during such hours as may be fixed from time to time by 
the Executive Authority . Notification of such hours shall be 
affixed in aone conspicuous place in the market. No person shall 
without written permission of the Executive Authority enter or 
remain in the public market duriog hours when it is not open . 

6. Every one resorting to the market shall abi le by the 
orders or instructions issued by the Executive Authority or any 
officer authorised by him to inspect the place and issue instruc 
tions. 

7. Every tenant or occupier or any shop or stall or other 
place in the market shall cause such shop, stall or other place 
to be thoroughly cleaned as often as may be necessary at least 
once in 24 hours and all refuse matter collected from such shop, 
stall or other place shall be deposited in such receptacles as may 
be provided for the purpose in the public market. 

8. The tenant or occupier of any shop , stall or other place in 
the public market shall before closing the same extinguish or 
cause to be extinguished any light which may be used in such 
shop , stall or other place . 

9. No person shall use any naked light nor shall any person 
light any fire or cook in any part of the public market. 

10. No putrified or unwholesome articles of any kind shall be 
sold or exposed for sale in the public market. The Executive 
Authority or ary officer or person authorised by him for the 
purpose shall summarily remove or destroy all such articles and 
the owner or possessor as the case may be shall have no 
claim for compensation for loss arising therefrom . 

11. No cattle affected with any contagious disease shall be 
brought to themarket. The Executive Authority or any officer 
or person authoiised by him for the purpose shall summarily 
remove such cattle from the market. 

12. No person shall carry anymeat, fish or offal in the vege 
table market. 

13. No dog . shall be permitted to enter neither in the 
vegetable nor in the fish and meat markets. Any dog found 
therein shall be dealt with as a stray dog . 
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14. No leper or other persons suffering from an open sore or 
any loathsome infectious or contagious disease shall enter in the 
market or carry on any business in such market or assist in 
carrying on of any business in any such market . Any such 
person may be prevented from entering or be expelled from 
market, by the Executive Authority or any officer authorised by 
him in that bebalf. 

15. No person shall enter the vegetable market except through 
the entrance gate provided by the Council. 

16. All persons shall drive in their carts , trucks or other 
vebicles into the vegetable market through the entrance gate 
provided by Council and drive out through the gate provided 
for exits in vegetable market . 

17. No person in charge of cart, truck or other vehicles shall 
cause or allow such vehicle to stand in the public market for any 
longer time than shall be reasonably necessary for the loading 
or unloading of any goods, provisions or any other marketable 
commodities or articles that might be brought therein . 

18. No person shall spit or wilfully or negligently throw rub 
bish in any aveneue or passage or any other place in the market 
except in the receptacles or places as may be provided for the 
purpose. 

19. No person shall hold any sale by auction or carry out any 
articles or shout in the market for the purpose of attracting 
purchasers and shall use any bell, drum or any noisy instrument 
whatever . 

20. No person shall whistle about or make use of any violent, 
obscene, abusive or disgusting language or create disturbance 
by signing or beat of drums or by musical instruments or by 
preaching or do anything which shall attract crowds of specta 
tors or audience . 

21. Begging within the market is strictly prohibited . 

22. No person resorting to market shall spoil or make dirty 
the place or render them insanitary or useful. 

23. Any person who is found drunk or begging or loitering 
or making noise or fighting or quarelling or using insulting or 
abusive or obscene language or conducting himself in such a 
way as to impair public peace or who is lunatic in public market 
may be expelled therefrom by the Exec itive Authority or any 
officer authorised by him or by the officer -in - charge of the 
market. If such person refuses to be so expelled fron the 
markets be may be criminally proceeded against. 

24. No weights and measures other thon those recognised by 
Government as standard weights and measures and stamped as 
such shall be taken into or used in the public market. 

25. No vendor shall occupy more space than is absolutely 
necessary for the purpose. But any person who has obtained 
occupancy right over any shop , stall or other place on rental 
basis he may use it as he desires subject to other provisions of 
the Bye- laws. 
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26. Articles brought into the market shall be exposed for 
sale only in places, if any, set apart for the purpose or pointed 
out by the Executive Authority or any officer authorised by him 
or by the officer- in -charge of the market. 

27. No article for the sale of which a license is required 
either from the Government or from the Council or from the 
Executive Authority shall be sold or exposed for sale without 
such license . 

28. No article for the sale of which has been probibited shall 
be brought within the public markets. 

29. Every tenant or occupier of any shop , stall or other place 
in the market shall at all times afford free access thereto for 
purpose of inspection by the Executive Authority or any person 
deputed for the purpose by the Executive Authority . 

30. Every tenant, lessee or occupier of any shop , stall or 
other place in the market or any person resorting thereto shall 
be responsible for any damage done to such market either by 
his own act or by the act of his servant or assistant and shall pay 
compensation for such damages. 

31. Unless with the written consent of the Executive Autho 
rity no person shall assign or subject sub -farm or otherwise 
part with their right over any shop, stall or other place in such 
market. 

32. No part of the market shall be made use of by any person 
except the watcher for the purpose of human inhabitation . 


CHAPTER III. 

RENT, FEE , Etc. 
33. The Municipal Council by a resolution may decide, from 
time to time the shops, stalls or other places in the market to be 
allotted for căsual vendors and the collection of fees fro :n such 
shops, stalls or other places to be formed out: 

Provided that no shop or stall or other place shall be formed 
out to any successful bidder if such bidder requires the shop , 
stall or other place for a purpose which is prohibited within the 
Public marketby the Council or Executive Authority.. 

34. The Municipal Council shall from time to time deter 
mine the terms and conditions of the tender or auction as the 
case may be . 

35 ( a ) The shops, stalls and other places as determined by 
the Council shall be rented out or let out by auction or by invit 
ing tenders or by other modes as may be decided by Municipal 
Council for a period not exceeding three years as the Municipal 
Council may from time to time resolve upon , by the Executive 
Authority or any one authorised by him to this behalf. 

(b ) The tenant shall deposit three months rent in advance 
as earnest money in case any shop , stall or other place is rented 
out on monthly basis .

( c) The rent for every month shall be paid on Municipal 
Office or the Bill Collector appointed on this behalf before the 
end of every month on receiving bill from the Executive Autho 
rily , in default of which the original deposit shall be liable to be 
forfeited and the tenant shall be summarilly evicted. Further 
the shop shall be rented out or let out by re - auction or re-tender 
or by other modes as the case may be and the loss, if any, sus 
tained by the Municipal Council shall be recovered from the 
tenant. The arrears of rent and other dues shall be demanded 
by bill as provided in the rules , Pin Schedule II of Travancore 
District Municipalities Act and recovered in themanner provided 
therein . 

(d ) Every tenant of a shop, stall or other place who may 
employ another person to carry on his business at such shop , 
stall or to other place on his behalf as his agent shall register 
with the Executive Authority from time to time or keep so regis 
tered the name of every employee or assistant who may be for 
the time being deputed to act for him as aforesaid . 

(e ) The ten.nt shall have a license issued to him under 
the signature of the Executive Authority permitting him to 
occupy for purpose of trade, which shall be produced for inspec 
tion whenever called up on to do so or officer authorised by him . 

( f) The Council shall from time to time decide the purpose , 
nature and type of trade ihat can be carried on in each shop , 
stall or other place in the market and no one shall utilise such 
shop, stall or other place for any purpose other than for which 
it is meant. 

(g ) The license may at the discretion of the Municipal 
Council be terminated at any time during the currency of license 
after one month s notice to the tenant in which case a propor 
tionate remission of rent may be granted : 

Provided that no such remission shall be granted if the ter 
mination is due to the non -fulfilment of the conditions of license . 

36. The Municipal Council may reserve shops, stalls or 
other places for sale of articles by casual vendors. 

37 (a ) The fees prescribed by Schedule I shall be levied on 
articles brought into the vegetable market for sale by casual 
vendors . 

(b ) The fees prescribed by Schedule II shall be levied on 
articles brought into fish and meat market for sale . 

( c ) The fee prescribed by Schedule III shall be levied on 
animals brought into cattle market for sale. 

( d ) A fee not exceeding 25 np . will be levied on persons 
who bring coir into cattle market for sale . 
Exemptions . - No fees shall be levied on articles brought into 

tbe market by any tenant for storing or storing for sale 
in the shops , stalls, or other places which the tenant has 

takten on rept. 
38. The Council may form out, by public auction the right 
to collect feels from casual vendors who resort to shops, stalls or 
other places in the market. 

39 (a ) The lessee who takes up the contract, for the collec 
tion of such fees shall grant receipts for all money collected . 
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(b ) The receipts shall be prepared in duplicate , one copy 
to be given to the party making payment and the other to be 
retained by the lessee which shall be produced for inspection on 
demand by the Executive Authority or officer authorised by 
him 

( c). The receipt shall contain the item for which payment 
is made , the amount paid , rate of payment and the name of con 
tractor or his agent as the case may be and the form of receipt 
must be approved by the Executive Authority . 

40. When for any reason whatever it is found not possible 
to sell by auction the right to collect market fees , arrangement 
shall be made by the Council for collecting the same depart 
mentaliy . 

41. Themarket fees prescribed shall be paid at the entrance 
to the officer appointed by the Executive Authority or to the 
lessee or his authorised agent duly recognised by the Executive 
Authority and the receipt obtained therefor . 

42. The lessee who take up the contract shall not demand 
or collect more than the fees prescribed in the Schedule . 

43. Every lessee who take up the contract for the right of 
collection ofmarket fees from the causal vendors , shall rgister 
with the Executive Authority from time to time the name of 
every agent or every employ whomay be deputed to act for and 
on behalf of the lessee . 

44 ( a ) The contract amount due from the lessee shall be 
payable in advance or otherwise in such instalments as may be 
laid down by the Council from time to time in default of which 
the amount shall be recovered with such penal interest as may 
be stipulated by the council and as embodied in the agree 
ment to be executed by lessee in favour of the executive Autho 
rity on behalf of the Council at the expense of the lessee, the 
lessee being liable in addition to summary eviction and the 
amount due from him shall be demanded by bill as provided in 
the rule in Schedule II of the Travancore District Municipalities 
Act and recovered in the manner as provided therein . 

(b ) When a lease is cancelled and the lessee is evicte !, the 
executive authority shall order departmental collection of fees 
till resale taken place and the lessee shall be responsible for all 
losses arising out of such re-sale and departmental collection . 

45 (a ) The lessee or the tenant shall keep the respective 
shops, stalls and places in a clean and sanitary condition and 
shall not put up any sheds or enclosures or erect any pole or 
put up fixtures of any kind without the permission of the Exe 
cutive Authority . 

(b ) The Council reserves to itself the right of improving 
or altering or repairing shop , stall or other place in themarket. 

46. If any of the bye- laws or any other conditions prescrib 
ed by the Council or executive authority is violated by the lessee 
or tenants they shall be liable to a fine not exceeding Rs. 50 for 
each default to be imposed by the executive authority . 
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47 (a ) No claim for remission shall lie to the Council on 
account of fire or epidemics if the closure of the market is not 
ordered by the Council 

(b ) No claim for remission shall lie to the Council account 
of non -realisation of market fees from causal vendors. 

48. The Council or executive authority may order closure 
of the market as a whole or part temporarily if such a cause is 
considered necessary by thCouncil or the executive authority 
owing to fire , explosion , epidemics or any other causes reasonably 
beyond the control of the Municipal Council. 

49. The lease may be at the discretion of the Council be ! 
terminated at any time during the currency of lease after one 
month s notice to the lessee in which case a proportionate remis 
sion of kist may be granted : 

Provided that no such remission shall be granted if the ter 
mination is due to the non - fulfilment of the conditions of the 
lease . 

50. In the event of a tenant s or a lessee s death , insolvency 
or incapacity , the tenant s or lessee s legal representative , exe 
cutors, administrators or assignees shall be bound to fulfil the 
terms of contract. The executive authority may require such 
legal representative, executors, administrators or assignees , lo 
execute a guarantee bond with sureties for due performance 
of the contract . 

Provided that neither a tenant nor a lessee shall be entitled 
to continue the license or the lease if, the council decides to put 
an end to them in the event of the tenant s or lessee s death , 
insolvency or incapacity . 

51. The tenants and lessees shall abide by the decisions of 
the executive authority as regards the interpretation of the terms 
of contract and if any phrase or clauses in the agreement and 
such decisions of the execu ive authority shail be final subjec , to 
an appeal to the Council. 

52 (a ) The electric lighting charges of market : shall be 
borne by the tenants and they shall pay to the Council propor 
tionate charges fixed by the executive authority according 
the number and type of lights ir stalled in each shop , stall or 
other place in the market. 

(b ) The tenant shall provide bulbs of electric lights with 
previous sanction from the executive authority . 

53. The right over other itemsof income not show in any 
of the schedules due to the Manicipality fron a public market 
may be given in auction or by inviting ten lers asmay be decided 
by the Municipal Council, and subject to the conditions which 
may be decided by the Council. 


CHAPTER IV 

BROKERS AND COMMISSION AGENTS. 
54. No broker or commission agent shall practice their cal 
ling without the written permission fo the executive authoriy . 
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55. All brokers and commission agents shall register their 
names with the executive authority in every year after remitting 
the prescribed license fee . 

56. The Broker or Commission agent shall have a license, 
issued to him under the signature of the executive authority 
permitting him to practice his calling within the market, which 
shall be produced for inspection whenever called upon to do so 
or officer authorised by him , 

57. The executive authority may cancel license or impose 
fine not exceeding Rupees 10 for the misconduct and dishonest 
behaviour of the broker or commission agent as the case may be . 

CHAPTER V. 

MEAT SHOP. 
58. No occupier of a meat shop or meat stall ir a market 
shall without the permission of the ollicer in charge bring or 
allow to bring there in any block , bench box or other furniture 
. except those which are raised at least one foot from the ground 

59. Every occupier of such meat shop or stall keep all his 
meat exposed to light and air and shall not place it in any box 
or closed receptacles. 

60. No occupiér of such meat shop or meat shall bring or 
allow to remain therein any storing or rope or any soiled cloth 
or sacking or greasy bamboos or other articles likely to attract 


flies . 


6i, Every occupier of such meat shop or meat stall shall 
keep his chopping block always well scrapped and cleaned and 
shall submit the same to the officer in charge to be showed down 
at the owners expense on dates, from time to timenotified by the 
Officer in charge. 

62. Every occupier of such meat shop or meat stall shall 
before leaving the saine so dispose of his chopping blocks and 
meat boards as to made it impossible for any dog or other animal.. 
to get at them and lick them . 

63. No tenant or occupier of such meat shop or ineat stall 
shall allow any part of his person ( except his hands) or cloths 
to come in contact with such meat. 

64. No tenant or occupier shall chew pan nor make so long 
as they are within the meat shop or meat stall. 

CHAPTER VI. 

PENALTIES. 
66. Whoever commits the breach of above Bye-Laws shall be 
punishable (a ) with a fine which extends to Rs. 50 or in cases or 
continuing breach with a fine which may extend to Rs. 15 for 
every day during which the breach continues after conviction 
from the first breach or (b ) with a fine which may extend to 
Rs. 10 for every day during which the breach continue after 
receipt of notice from the Executive Authority to discontinue 
such breach .
